I  have  been  requested  by  the  Gity  Council 
to  form  a  Citizens^  Gommittee  of  fiftj?",  with  a  viev/ 
to  providin,g‘  work  for  the  many  men  in  the  Gity  who 
now  need  emplojrment. 

This  matter  has  been  taken  up  by  some  of 
the  larg'er  American  cities,  the  basis  being  that  the 
i'iayor  of  the  Gity  appoints  a  Commission  of  fifty 
prominent  citizens  who  undertake,  v/ith  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  Labor  Bureau,  to  promote  a  "G-ive-a-raan- 
a-job"  campaign. 

’Jill  you  be  good  enough  to  act  on  such  a 
Gommittee,  v/ith  a  view  to  devising  means  of  reliev¬ 
ing  the  unemployment  situation  in  Toronto,  which  is 
very  acute  at  the  present  time,  and  vrill  probably  be¬ 
come  worse  vdien  Spring  opens.  It  will  not  take 
up  much  of  jj^our  time,  and  you  will  not  be  required  to

attend  manjr  meetings  because  nearly  all  the  work 
will  be  done  by  a  permanent  official.  I  hope  yon 
can  see  yonr  way  clear  to  obliging  me  in  this  matter, 
as  I  know  yon  can  be  of  considerable  assistance.
